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POWER OF CONSERVATISM. 
It is a fairly safe bet that some of the most 
radical speaking and planning of the coming 
decade is g oing to be indulg ed in by the country ’s 
most fervent conservatives. 
This may not sound like g ood sense, but it is 
entirely log ical. A little consideration of the prob­ 
lems of the day makes it clear. 
Governor Ritchie of Mary land, for instance, 
remarks th at “y ou cannot have from five to eig ht 
million people wanting work and unable to g et 
it without knowing th at this constitutes a chal­ 
leng e to our social order and th at it is the strong ­ 
est arg um ent for communism unless it is solved.” 
And Dean Wallace B. Donham of the Harvard 
School of Business Administration say s bluntly : 
“Capitalism is on trial and upon this trial may 
depend the whole future of western civilisation. 
The justification of capitalism is efficiency . Our 
present situation is a major breakdown.” 
Two prominent men thus state the issue. W hat 
is g oing , to happen? 
Obviously , it is the iron-ribbed conservative 
who has the g reatest stake in .the ex isting and 
economic order. It is he who can be counted on 
to take the strong est measures to prevent a 
chang e in the direction of communism or social­ 
ism. 
How is he g oing to do it? Not, in the long run, 
by chanting over and over ag ain the wearisome 
refrain 
th at 
“conditions 
are 
fundamentally 
sound.” Not by calling out the police to club the 
heads of dissatisfied men who can’t g et the jobs 
they want. Not by insisting that business alway s 
has and alway s must run in cy cles. 
He will do it, eventually , by making such 
chang es in the machinery of production and 
distribution as will ensure to the ordinary men 
a chance to have steady work at g ood 
pay 
throug hout his lifetime. He will do it th at way 
because there is no other way on earth of doing 
it 
To do that will take some very radical meas­ 
ures. The intellig ent conservative will not shrink 
from them. He will adopt them because he will 


realize that there is no other way of saving the 
form of society that he wants to preserve. 
He will become a radical, as a m atter of fact, 
to preserve and justify his conservatism. If he 
doesn’t the thing s he is so anx ious to conserve 
are very apt to g et knocked out from under him. 


THE FLEXIBLE TARIFF. 
To estimate at its true value the criticism seen 
in some quarters of the flex ible provision of the 
new tariff law it is well to remember th at the 
only difference with respect to it between dem­ 
ocrats and republicans when the bill was under 
consideration was whether the reports of the 
Tariff Commission should be turned over to Con­ 
g ress or to the President. 
The democrats de­ 
clared th at the reports 
should be sent 
tp the 
Cong ress and that no chang e in any tariff rate 
should be made until Cong ress had approved. 
The republicans insisted that the reports should 
be sent to the President and that he should be 
g iven power to alter any tariff rate upon which 
the commission had reported to a fig ure not to 
ex ceed 50 per cent of the ex isting rate, either up 
or down. 
In the presence of this record it seems rather 
absurd for democratic critics to denounce the 
provisions on the score that it will keep the tariff 
alway s in politics. With power in the hands of 
the President at once and whether Cong ress is 
in session or not to declare whether a g iven rate 
shall be raised or lowered or left alone, certainly 
the tariff is out of politics for more effectively 
than if the question whether a chang e should 
be made in any schedule must await the slow ac­ 
tion of Cong ress which mig ht debate it in­ 
terminably . 
Another thing to remember about this m atter 
is that the Tariff Commission was orig inally ap­ 
pointed by President Wilson and that it is made 
up of six members, three of whom are outstand­ 
ing democrats 
So there can be no partisan ac­ 
tion. 
As a m atter of fact, every recommenda­ 
tion thus* far made to the President has been by 
the unanimous vote of the commission.

REMINISCENCES 
BY JOHN F. JOYCE 


The Grang ers of Fairview and 
vicinity had been fasting for 
some time, in anticipation of the 
g rand feast which was to be 
spread the first Saturday in June 
1875. On th at morning the roads 
leading to Fairview were crowded 
with 
“Hay -seeder” 
and 
their 
families, all eag er to reach “fes­ 
tal board” where brig ht ey ed 
waiters g uarded the staples and 
delicacies of vhe occasion. 
No middleman was there to 
heig hten the cost, nor capitalist 
to interfer with cost of produc­ 
tion. Farm Bureaus were not y et 
invented but an enemy as old as 
time lay hidden in some article 
of th at sumptuous feast. Hilarity 
and g ood feeling followed the 
feat, the day passed quietly , but 
nig ht came on and with it came 
colic pains and many phy sicians, 
to the home of the afflicted. 
Some of the afflicted were: Hir­ 
am Jeffrey and family , Mack 
Rich and family , William Moffett, 
Mrs. Hines, William Kinder and 
family and a number of others. 
All affected finally recovered, but 
were not eag er to sit down to an­ 
other out-door free feast—even 
a g rang er. 
The first g raduation ex ercises 
held by g raduates of the old G ra­ 
ham hig h school, were held on 
Thursday nig ht, June 3, 1875, at 
Melodeon hall. However the first 
g raduates of tnat school were 
Finley B. Pug h and Robert Cox , 
who g raduated in 
1871. They 
headed the prog ram of 1875. Mr. 
Pug h read an essay , showing 
g reat care in preparation—fol­ 
lowed by Mr. Cox with an essay 
on “Old Fog ies.” The nex t was 
Marshall Newhouse, with an es­ 
say on “Influence of Ex ample.” 
Mr. Newhouse was a pleasant 
speaker and made a g ood impres­ 
sion on the audience—he was a 
g raduated of 1873—none in 1872- 
4. The g raduating class of 1875 
consisted of, W. A. Posey , Minnie 
Walton, Horace 
Hillig oss and 
Laura Retherford, who read the 
salutatory address. The nex t pro­ 
duction was by Governor Sex ton, 
not a g raduate of 1875. but a 
g raduate of earlier y ears, whose 
subject was, “The Pleasure of 
Education.” 
The Klein Brothers, clothiers, 
and a man named Crawford, g ot 
into a kind of family row in 
March 1875, and Crawford was 
badly beaten. A jury in June fol­ 
lowing found Simon Klein g uilty 
and fined him $75, Larry $59 and 
acquitted Solomon. Many will re­ 
member 
the 
Klein 
Brothers 
Clothing store, later occupied by 
the Bliss Brothers and Bliss and 
Cowing . The room was destroy ed 
when fire destroy ed the Rush 
County National Bank on the 
nig ht of January 25. 19 24. 
On June 1 6, 1875, Thomas Mill­ 
er hang ed himself in Stamper 
White’s bam near Fairview. He 
went to the barn in the morning 
as was supposed, to g ear up a 
horse and plow corn. In a short 
time he returned to the house 
and g ot a cotton rope, which he 
said he wanted for a plow line. 
Nothing 
more 
was 
seen 
or 
thoug ht of him, until about ten 
o’clock, when their hired g irl no­ 
ticed the barn doors open and 
went to close them and discov­ 
ered the body of the lifeless man, 
suspended to a beam of the barn. 
She immediately g ave the alarm. 
The body was cut down, but life 
had long been ex tinct. No cause 
v fo s a ssig ned fo r his a ct. 
He wa s 


about 22 y ears of ag e, sober, in­ 
dustrious and thrifty and was 
raised in the family of Mr. White. 
On June 17, 1875, near Morris­ 
town William Kener 
(colored) 
hitched his horse in front of the 
residence of Henry Bond, went 
inside and finding Mrs. Bond 
alone, ex cept two little children, 
attacked her and after satisfy ing 
his brutal lust g ot on his horse 
and rode away . The woman’s 
screams attracted the attention 
of some one, who spread the 
alarm. Her husband soon arrived 
and soon a posse was g athered 
and caug ht Kener near C arth­ 
ag e. 
He was indicted by the Rush 
county g rand jury and he was 
remanded to jail. He had been 
under indictment for some time 
for g rand larceny , but never ar­ 
rested. A mob came from Morris­ 
town the nig ht of his arrest to 
ly nch him but found Sheriff Be- 
bout and Deputy Gowdy well pre­ 
pared to resist attack and made 
no attem pt to break open the 
jail. He was afterwards taken to 
Shelby ville for trial. 
Just before adjournm ent of the 
spring term of the Rush circuit 
court in June 1875, Governor Sex ­ 
ton arose 
and presented 
for 
adoption by the members of the 
Rushville 
bar, 
a 
resolution 
strong ly endorsing and approv­ 
ing the official services, g enteel 
and impartial conduct of Sheriff 
Gowdy and his deputy , R. H. Be- 
bout, whose term of office ex ­ 
pired before the nex t term of 
court. Short speeches were made 
by Big g er, Sex ton and others as 
well as the court, and the reso­ 
lution was unanimously adopted 
and ordered spread on record, 
when court adjourned, the tables 
were cleared of books and papers 
and immediately covered with ice 
cream, lemonade, candies and ci­ 
g ars, which had been provided 
for the occasion by Gowdy and 
Bebout—only 56 y ears ag o nex t 
Monday —before 
Compton 
was 
born. 
May 26, 1875 Governor Sex ton 
g ave “a g reat supper” and many 
v/ill remember what a beautiful 
lawn he had for his display . Now 
a stately church and parsonag e 
occupy the g rounds and with the 
ex ception of a few, not a house 
stands today , that kept com­ 
pany with Hon. Leonidas Sex ton’s 
fifty -six y ears ag o. But to the 
supper. Guests arrived on every 
train from Tuesday evening un­ 
til Wednesday evening , not to 
speak of local attendants. “As­ 
sembly ” sounded at 7:30 p. m. 
and 
until 
eig ht 
o’clock 
the 
streets and stairway of the house 
was blocked, all determined to 
g et in the house and upstairs. 
At eig ht o’clock, Miss Ly dia 
Sex ton and Samuel McMahan, 
eached the parlor and were unit­ 
ed in marriag e by Rev. A. E. 
Thompson of the Presby terian 
church in Rushville, assisted by 
the Rev. McMahan, (cousin of 
brideg room) of Liberty , Ind. The 
ceremony momentarily stopped 
the parading of the multitude 
from one room to another and 
upstairs and down, two or three 
ladies fainted and had to be tak­ 
en to the open air. 
The supper was an Indianapo­ 
lis production of rich and rare 
quality and quantity , consumed 
by some 600 g uests. Not till three 
o’clock in the morning could all 
be accommodated. At half past 
ten o ’clo ck, the ba nd fro m In­ 


dianapolis, which had been play ­ 
ing outside were broug ht inside 
and dancing beg an by all, who 
wished and all were at liberty to 
seek such amusement as they 
choose. 
The bride’s dress was of cam ­ 
eo colored silk, trimmed in same, 
with pointed pompodore waist, 
the neck and 
sleeves 
finished 
with point lace, skirt trimmed di­ 
ag onally with box plated ruffles. 
She wore a tulle veil, with satin 
border draped with orang e flow­ 
ers. Her jewelry was pearls. Her 
whole suit was made by the Miss­ 
es Simmons of Rushville. Many 
other richly attired and sparkling 
with ornamental jewelry , ladies, 
enlivened that brilliant occasion. 
From afar came, Hon. B. F. 
Clay pool and lady , Dr. John In- 
low, wife and daug hter. Dr. Trees 
and wife, Senator Bell and wife 
of Ft. Way ne, W. Braden and 
wife, Judg e Deney and wife, W. 
H. Smith of the Log ansport Star, 
and Miss Laura Ream. 
The presents were many and 
valuable. The happy couple took 
the ex cursion train to Cincinnati 
Thursday morning , and on to 
Louisville, St. Louis and many 
other western cities. During prep­ 
arations for the wedding feast 
some sneak thief entered the 
g overnor’s bedroom and took 
$1 7 
from his pocket, a shirt with 
studs, and sleeve buttons. He left 
some railroad passes and leg al 
papers.

A recent conviction for con­ 
tem pt of the federal court and 
an indictement on income tax 
evasion charges paved the way 
for the government’s challenge 
to Capone’s gigantic sy ndicate to 
make and m arket beer for the 
Chicago metropolitan area. 
Oil 
this business Capone founded his 
authority for leadership of Chi­ 
cago gangs, a position he now 
holds unchallenged. 
The federal indictment charged 
Capone 
and his 
allies 
with 
manufacturing and transporting 
beer continuously since the na­ 
tional prohibition law became 
effective in 19 21. 
Noticeably absent from the in­ 
dictment were the names of Ca­ 
pone’s trusted lieutenants, his 
brother Ralph, Sam and Jack 
Guzik, appealing from income 
tax convictions, and Frank Mit- 
ti, serving a penitentiary term 
for a similar offense. 
Assistant 
District 
Attorney 
George E. Q. Johnson said to­ 
day ’s indictment dealt mainly 
with the beer interests of Ca­ 
pone’s organization rather than 
with gambling, vice and labor 
racket branches. 
The indictment was returned 
before Federal Judge John P, 
Barnes, who issued the warrant 
for Capone’s arrest last week on 
income tax 
violation charges. 
The $50,000 bond posted last Fri­ 
day was allowed to stand for to­ 
day ’s conviction.

BARGAINS ARE ALWAYS ADVERTISED 
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POWER OF CONSERVATISM. 


It Is a fairly safe bet that some of the most 


radical speaking and planning of the coining 
decade is going to be indulged in by the country's 
most fervent conservatives. 


This may not sound like good sense, but it is 


entirely logical. A little consideration of the prob- 
lems of the day makes it clear. 


Governor Bitchie of Maryland, for instance, 


remarks that "you cannot have from five to eight 
million people wanting work and unable to get 
it without knowing that this constitutes a chal- 
lenge to our social order and that it is the strong- 
est argument for communism unless it is solved." 


And Dean Wallace B. Donham of the Harvard 


School of Business Administration says bluntly: 


"Capitalism is on trial and upon this trial may 


depend the whole future of western civiliytion. 
The justification of capitalism is efficiency. Our 
present situation is a major breakdown." 


Two prominent men thus state the issue. What 


is goingi to happen? 


Obviously, it is the iron-ribbed conservative 


who has the greatest stake in .the existing and 
economic order. It is he who can be counted on 
to take the strongest measures to prevent a 
change in the direction of communism or social- 
ism. 


How is he going to do it? Not, in the long run, 


by chanting over and over again the wearisome 
refrain that "conditions are fundamentally 
sound." Not by calling out the police to club the 
heads of dissatisfied men who can't get the jobs 
they want. Not by insisting that business always 
has and always must run in cycles. 


He will do it, eventually, by making such 


changes in the machinery of production and 
distribution as will ensure to the ordinary men 
a chance to have steady work at good pay 
throughout his lifetime. He will do it that way 
because there is no other way on earth of doing 
it 


To do that will take some very radical meas- 


ures. The intelligent conservative will not shrink 
from them. He will adopt them because he will 


realize that there is no other way of saving the 
form of society that he wants to preserve. 


He will become a radical, as a matter of fact, 


to preserve and justify his conservatism. If he 
doesn't the things he is so anxious-to conserve 
are very apt to get knocked out from under him. 


Telling Him Where to Get Off! 


THE FLEXIBLE TARIFF. 


To estimate at its true value the criticism sjeen 


in some quarters of the flexible provision of the 
new tariff law it is well to remember that the 
only difference with respect to it between dem- 
ocrats and republicans when the bill was under 
consideration was whether the reports of the 
Tariff Commission should be turned over to Con- j 
gress or to the President. The democrats de- 
clared that the reports should be sent to the 
Congress and that no change in any tariff rate 
should be made until Congress had approved. 
The republicans insisted that the reports should 
be sent to the President and that he should be 
given power to alter any tariff rate upon which 
the commission had reported to a figure not to 
exceed 50 per cent of the existing rate, either up 
or down. 


In the presence of this record it seems rather 


absurd for democratic critics to denounce the 
provisions on the score that it will keep the tariff 
always in politics. With power in the hands of 
the President at once and whether Congress is 
in session or not to declare whether a given rate 
shall be raised or lowered or left alone, certainly 
the tariff is out of politics for more effectively 
than if the question whether a change should 
be made in any schedule must await the slow ac- 
tion of Congress which might debate it in- 
terminably.

The trail's end was a corner 


drug store in far Flushing, where 
a cab chauffeur left his dishev- 
eled fare last Thursday 
after driving for hours from 
Manhattan. 


Had this girl been Starr Faith- 


full, Greenwich Village madcap 
whose scantily clad body was 
taken from the surf at Long 
Beach last Monday under cir- 
cumstances indicating murder, 
county authorities would have 
been nearing the end of their 
quest for her slayers. 


But her body viewed in a crema- 


torium by persons who saw 'the 
girl in the taxicab wore a differ- 
ent dress, they said. 


District Attorney Elvin A. Ed- 


wards, convinced the girl was 
murdered last Friday by being 
held under water, and sticking 
to his statement that several 
persons prominent socially and 
politically had reasons to desire 
her removal, presented all the 
evidence at his command to a 
grand jury. The case was pre- 
sented as "the State versus John 
Doe and Richard Roe," indicat- 
ing indictments against two men 
were sought.
